Camping for sixth graifeitu- 
dents Is out at least for an-V 
other year. It was decided »t* 
the Torranre Board of Educa­ 
tion meeting Tliesday night '...". 
Superintendent of Schools-J, 

Henrich Hull was instructed 
George Thatcher, acting a»-pr««i- 
dent of the board in the ab­ 
sence of Dr. Howard A. Wood, 
lo write a letter to the Culver 
City School District Informing 
them of the local board's action^ 

The letter stated: 
'The Board Is unanimously 111 

favor of the camping program 
and feels that it Is sound and 
very worthwhile. However, th* 
circumstances of this community, 
the newness of this school dis­ 
trict, and the many facilities and 
services which need to be pur­ 
chased in order to bring the pre­ 
sent progiam up to the standard 
where we would like It Have It, 
have resulted in the decision by 
the Board to postpone the devel­ 
opment of a camping 
for, the present.

'The Board wishes to 
appreciation to you and to th* 
Board of Education of Culver 
City for presenting this oppftr- 
tuniy to Torrance. The Board 
also expressed the desire, that 
if the opportunity is open an­ 
other year, It would appreciate. 
a chance to go Into the matter 
again."

Under the proposal the,local 
board would allocate $4500 from 
school operating funds to help 
defray the expenses of sending 
all sixth grade pupils (estimated 
at 300) to camp for one week 
during the nine months period 
beginning In September of 1949. 

The proposal met with much 
debate at.» meeting of th* Ton- 
ranee Educational Advisory 
Committee last Wednesday. Af­ 
ter hearing both sides of the   
issue and viewing color slides of 
the camping program opera'tad - 
by the Long Beach City School 
System the council voted 11-9 'Irj 
favor of adopting the program. 

Several members of the bodrd 
felt that the opportunity of be­ 
ing able to join with the Culver 
City System and the Paramount 
District in the operation of 
Camp Josepho In the Sant* 
Monica mountains, was on* thai
